CAIRO, Feb. 3 (NYT).—President Anwar Sadat today signed a 
decree banning a wide range of activities from strikes to demonstra- 
tions and making them subject to life sentences at hard labor. 

In his first formal address to the nation since two days of bloody, 
destructive riots just over two weeks ago, Mr. Sadat announced that 

voters would be called upon to vote on the decree in a 


Egyptian 
plebiscite next Thursday. 


The outstanding feature of the President's prerecorded radio and 


television speech was that he 
denied there was any social jus- 
tification to the riots, which wera 
touched off by a price rise on 
food and other basic consumer 


goods. 
He blamed the riots on Com- 


He said that there was a plot 
to overthrow the government, 
burn down the national assembly 
and create a Communist “dicta- 
torship of the proletariat.” 

In a possibly ominous move, 
Mr, Sadat charged that the of- 
ficially accredited Leftist party 
has provided organisation and 
cover of legitimacy to the clan- 
destine “plotters” and had 
“poured oil on the fire” by dis- 
tributing leaflets and making ap- 
peals to demonstrators on of- 
ficial stationery, 

The dissolution of this party, 
which was formed in November 
along with a Centrist and a 
Rightist party, has been demand- 
ed by powerful political and 
religious figures. 

Mr. Sadat conceded no mistakes 
in economic policy other than to 
say that “all governments make 
mistakes.”

Warnke, while serving as ACDA director, 
would evidently also head the administra- 
tion's team in the SALT talks, another ques- 
tion arises. The government's SALT position

with those of others. Could the U.S. nego- 
tiating position be weakened if the Russians 
knew that the man presenting it personally 
holds other views? 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
wil conduct Mr. Warnke’s confirmation 
hearing. But Sens. Sam Nonn and Henry 
Jackson, among others, who sit on the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, also wish 
to question him. That's fine. The different 
viewpoints om arms contro! deserve exposi- 
tion by their strongest proponents, The 
public, not to speak of the government, will 
learn from the exchange. It could amount 
to a kind of prenegotiation SALT ratifica- 
tion debate that could help the administra- 
tion prepare for the talks. No one need 
worry about the burdens such a debate 
would impose upon Mr. Warnke; he is em- 
inentily fit to carry the arms control brief. 

Even as public bearings are being pre- 
pared, however, an anonymous memo is 
being circulated that accuses Mr. Warnke of 
favoring “unilateral” disarmament. ‘we 


find this characterization of his views inac-_ 


curate and scurrilous. And we find the cir~ 
culation of this sort of anonymous memo a 
Positive disservice to policy debate.

While companies eventually 
intend to duplicate almost all 
cheeses including the more deli- 
cate kinds, so far they have been 
concentrating on the most pop- 
war varieties of American, the 
principal kind of cheese con- 
sumed in the United States, and 
Mozzarella, because the product 
is relatively easy to simulate and 
camouflage with other ingre- 
dients in pizza. 

“Brie and Camembert will be 
More difficult to duplicate,” ex- 
plained Neil Reay, marketing 
manager for Universal Foods. 
“We're pretty much working 
with the more common, com-: 
mercial kinds of cheese.” 

Imitation cheeses have been 
available for about five years, 
but they began to become com- 
mercially successful only in late 
1974 when the USDA approved 
the use of nondairy cheese in 
school hinch programs. In 
granting the approval, the USDA 
said the analogs could meke up 
as much as 50 per cent of the 
cheese Used in enchiladas, pizza 
or other such dishes. The USDA 
gave further encouragement 
when. emphasized that the new 
cheese products were as nutri- 
tonally ‘sound as natural cheese. 

One reason that the analog 
cheese has not been available 
to the public until recently is 
that only within the past few 
years has vegetable oil technology 
become sophisticated enough to 
produce cheese that can be sliced, 
diced, shredded and cnt into 
chunks as real cheese can.

Tennis Group Weighs Suit 
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Borg’s Next Big Battle 
May Be in Law Court

NEW YORE, Feb. 3 (NYT — 
Having satisfied his ambitions at 
the tournament level, with vic- 
tories at Wimbledon, Paris, Rome, 
Dallas and Boston, Bjorn Borg 
said yesterday that he would give 
World Team ‘Tennis a three-year 
fling.

Colgate, through Bancroft, which 
Colgate owns, is inciting him to 
breach the commitment,” Hunt 
said. Colgate-Palmolive sponsors 
the Grand Prix Cireutt and Ban- 
croft is Borg’s racquet manu- 
facturer. ; 

WCT is at odds with Grand 
Prix directors over scheduling 
conflicts and player commit- 
menis, And the start of the 
team-tennis season in late April 
conflicts with the windup of the 
WCT tour. 

Borg’s case could be precedent- 
Setting because of the role of a 
third party. He is represented by 
the International Management 
Group of Cleveland. WCT con- 
tends if received assurances from 
the grouy that Borg would play 
on the cirenit, although no formal 
contracts were signed.
